They were certainly. the 
theme of hundreds of music-hall 
songs; and,.if these songs were at 
all true ‘to life, it is not to be 
wondered at that. the male Vic- 
torians formed themselves into 
elubs where they could feel for 
the time being that they were the’ 
‘superior sex, since there was no 
one of the opposite sex present to 
contradict them.

The former is believed 
to be that of the vessel’s master, 
Tam Fo. 

LIMBS RECOVERED 


During the past few days, many 


human limbs, which were blown dff 
from their bodies by the explosion, 
were seen floating on the surface 
of the water. These were, however, 
collected by the members of ‘the 
Fong Bin First Aid Station, of 
Chukiang, and buried. ‘A search is 
still being made for the rest of the 
seven bodies.
